U. S. Berlin 
Troops' Leave 
Cancelled 


Heidelberg, Germany, July 27 


/P) — U. S. army headquarters Eu< 
ropean command announced today 
t had frozen all enlisted and offi- 
cer personnel in Europe for 
six 


months, beginning August 31. This 
means that all home leaves are 
cancelled after Aug. 31. 


The army announcement said: 
"Normal foreign service tours 


of all personnel in the U. S. army, 


Europe, and of all those 
who 


nave voluntarily extended 
their 


tours of duty in the European com- 
mand have been extended for six 
months, effective Aug. 31. 


The extension applies to offi- 


cers and enlisted men. 


Orders which have been 
issued 


for rotation of personnel scheduled 
to leave the European command 
after Aug. 31 have been revoked. 


"Cases of undue hardship as a 


result of this policy will be 
re- 


ported to U. S. army headquarters 
in Europe." 


Army authorities at headquar- 


ters here declined to elaborate on 
the official announcement. They 
said the order came from Wash- 
ington and that their job is to car- 
ry it out. 


America army troop strength in 


Europe is about 110,000. 


There was no indication immedi- 


ately that the U. S. air force in 
Europe was taking a similar step. 
The United States maintains only a 
token naval force in Germany, but 
a sizable one in the Mediterranean.
